Right then the topic of membership reduction in cost. Bit of history forall, first. Back in 1993ce when I 
Joined the group. Membership was $12 a year with a family membership and half year memberships. Disks 
forthe C= where only 25 cents. 75 cents for Amiga ones. Group had close to 45 members. Not sure of the 
number at that time. Wasn't an officer then, though did sce around 20 people at my first meetings. ACUG at 
‘that time, met atthe local college in the student union room. One of the Amiga uses as also a college employee. 
College at that time also had Amigas. Cost forthe group, I mean the monthly output was small. There was no 
‘monthly cost for the meeting. Newsletter was one sheet of paper. Contained notes ofthe meeting, officers, 
contact and next meeting time, date and place. Folded over with the address and stamp on the blank reverse 
side, Printed out on an Amiga, no photocopy work. 





‘There was a couple hundred dotlars in the treasury. When the college let the group go, over something that I 
never learned about. Group moved to the library and that bread as gone in monthly room rent for 2 1/2 years. 
Hey so where the members, as they spit when escom fell. We were at a membership of (hold onto you hats} 
three. Shortly after they elected me the prez, I was already librarian and editor. They split like rats from a 
sinking ship. 


What did I and the sho-vah get as an inheritance? Himm, I got a box, that had some old late 80s exchanges of, 
newsletters, some stuff about being able to do the TWS copies, a tattered few pages of the constitution, the 
impression stamp from CBM for the users group. Took a few months to score up six $0 count gray boxes of 
‘what was the C= library. Most ofthat was some extra copies of the monthly unnamed disk, and pirated 
LoadStar disks. Took less time forthe sho-vah to gain a box, cardboard box of the Amiga library. After it had 
been sanitized. Even then many disks where bad. At least out of the small percentage that he tested, Oh yeah 
and the rent for a year that was contracted forthe library. Dismal sounding right? 


‘OK 1 don’t like to talk about this next section. Sounds too much like ego boosting. 1 moved the group to our 
shop. There we held meetings. Also was a way to gain, slowly, new members. Yeah itis a game store and 
therefore the local members were and are into the games as well as the C= . Ego sounding drenn now. I 
created the BBS, bought software collections, as well as hardware and hardcopy, and more that isn’t worth the 
‘mention as I don’t zo into the ego boosting stuf. Suffice to say that all the stuff that i for the group to use, 
including the several hundred factory blank disks. spent my moncy and shop cash. As the simple fat is that 
there wasn’t and isnt enough coming infor expenses. We had upped the membership and disk cost to the 
current $18/ year and 75 cents a month for disks. Or $27 a year for both at one shot. 


‘That ll taken care of for the history part. Where are we today? 1 still pay for every thing. From the stamps, 
photocopy, printer paper, $9 a month forthe yet to be used again dedicated phone line for the BBS, items 
offered tous, through the $200 a month for the shop space that is more ACUG than a shop. And the $140 a 
‘month forthe storage shed forthe over flow. That is why it as voted many years back that 1am a charter 
founder of the new group, and some of what comes infor the group, Zoes to cover some small part ofthe 
‘output. Oh yeah the sympathy part now. This is done on $670/month disability cheque from the feds. OK so I 
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really believe in this system and spend all my money to keep it and the group 





Members have also donated a lot of stuff tothe group. Balzabaar withthe website, Destined/weirdwolf for 
computers and other hardware. Eddie <the one> for help and hardware for getting the BBS back up again. 
‘Along witha few others, all eared the best we can do in compensation, several years of free membership. 
Yeah we also put out several issues to other user groups. 


So then we have thousands if not hundreds of thousands of files on over 5,000 1541 disks, unknown amount 
of 157 disks, close to 500 1581 disks, at least 250 FD disks. Around a dozen or more CDs of C= material. 13 
154s tested and will be used in a class on alignment and then they are up for members. Magazines, books, 
‘manuals for programmes and more. Then there isthe Amiga stuff, which we don't yet understand. A few 
thousand disks for certain and there are also magazines, CDs, and books. 


All ofthat needs to be preserved in some form, as wel as sorted for use. A long process that is still going on. 
Plus we will have as soon as we get the SD cart thing worked out, the BBS back. Then we have the mail list and 
the IRC. Most important for members, local and long distance, we are motivated and our PC platform is still 
the best and the most fun to use. 





Right then, all ofthat just to document the following. I propose that atthe business mecting in July, that we 
change the membership cos othe following {like this i really a democracy} Membership be reduced to $10/ 
year. Disks to be raised to $1.00 per month. Disks and membership then becomes $22 per year. Long 
Distance members, send me feed back and your vote via email or the mail stor the IRC. (idea was accepted 
locally} 


Off ofthat topic and onto some updates on long awaited projects. Backup copies of Lenard's disks have been 
found and remade, along with the 464 backups. This had been done carlicr, and the lost. Majority was 
recreated, ‘Trouble isin the scanning of the manuals for preservation. Just our lack of experience and skills. 
[Learned how to place the individual images into a file. Just not clearly yet, and not with the OCR aspect. By 
rmecting time. No.2| should have the text intro and some scans forthe Judge Dredd game. | finally found the 
‘manual for that game. Hope reigns that those disks for Eddie can also be found. Anyway, this will be used in 
the trained release of the game. Made a special tool starter disk for our new member dmackey828. Sent that 
off as zipped .d64 files. Might be a problem witha file on his copy. Although atest ofthe master copy, from 
which the zipped 64 images where made, worked. In fact the tools from the specific master disk, where used 
to make the images. Yet now he will beable to make his own zipped image files and open them on his C= 
units, 


Little Leiko looked over the above, said it wasn't ego boosting. Something about being a dedicated smeg head 
to the group. Then a nice kiss and a reminder about explaining the thing about the meetings. Mectings are 
slated to be the 3rd Thursday of the month at Tpm.

Demos? Diseu ssiet/ Clo s€: Showed howtocdit the document in GeoPub, Ths is 
the PC sheet for the Top Secret game. Containing LR’s characte. Original was laid out in GeoPaint. Having 
the lines andthe text forthe form. This was then turned into large photoscrap, and placed into a photoalbum, 
‘After that, placed in a GeoPub file. Where the data for all the form areas, was installed withthe text tool. In 
this demo, it was how to remove the existing data in order to update it, since the character had advanced 
Demo on repairing and adding data toa PC shect in GeoWrite. Then as these two game related projects needed 
te printed out, one forthe nights game. And they are both double sided. Demo on how to print three copies 
of one, double sided, and one copy of the first, double sided. 


Sadly a demo of a bad disk. Testing work showed that the factory disk of the 1581 tool disk was bad. Demo of 
using Omega Q in the use of moving file names in the directory. Used that to put the files inthe proper order 
onthat 1581 disk. Disk didn’t take it, and smegged the directory. Demo on the use of Mcopy to take one of 
LR’s 1581 tool disk, and copy it to the smegged factory disk. Failed with an non understandable disk write 
‘error. Visual inspection of that disk showed there was a gouge at about track 40, other gouge and scratches 
‘here seen on the media. Disk turned out to be physically bad. Testing ofthe 1581 in load, save, copy, scratch, 
initialize and validate. Format was another problem. At the end of the mecting, the 1581 had passed all but 
format. Which is vastly better than it did atthe start. A disk of files even copied to this one, at the start, would 
not be read on two FD units set for 1581. Seems that the more the bugger is used, the more itis deciding to 
work right.

‘moving about the board. OK even getting through the log in. As there are places where they had to press the 
space bat. And that didn’t easly register. At first I thought it was a problem with the 28.8 modem, Or the 
software ofthe system. No it was the SCPU that was going to fast for the other side to easily be scen for many 
of the key strokes. A good example isthe archery and the darts game. Here the player has the missle weapon 
conthe left ofthe sereen, target on the right. One or the other moves. SCPU makes it move way to fast o play. 
‘Another thing isthe rate forthe DL. of files. I mean to say the time for the action as given to the decker. Way 
off, though apart of that is froma setting done in the set up for SysOp to enter and take the phone off the hook. 
Now the thing is that we want the BBS to be forall, and that means the people that have pulled the system out 
ofthe closet after 20 years. Or picked it up ata yard sale. Getting this thing called a 300 baud modem. Try it 
cut with us and find the world of Commodore for themselves.
